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Common System of Airways

LTHOUGH military services in the 
United States maintain separate 
establishments, their convoys and vehi- 
cles use the national and state highway 
network in common with civil vehicles. 
In a_ similar 
way, military 
services main- 
tain separate 
military airports 
and aircraft, but 
all use the net- 
work of national 
airways along 
with airlines and 
other civil users. 
It is the respon- 
sibility of the 
Civil Aero- 
nautics Admin- 
istration to op- 
erate, maintain, 
and improve 
this Federal air- 
way system for the mutual benefit of all 
military and civil aviation. 

To be certain that the requirements of 
military aviation as well as civil are kept 
fully in mind in our airway planning and 
operational activities, the CAA maintains 
constant liaison with all the elements of 
military aviation. This is done formally 
through such organizations as the Air 
Coordinating Committee and the Radio 
Technical Commission for Aeronautics. 
Informally, a close relationship extends 
through many levels of CAA and of the 
military services both in Washington and 
in the field. Out of 14,540 male CAA em- 
ployes, 9,900 are veterans with a direct 
knowledge of, and interest in, military 
problems. 

We now are in the process of moderniz- 
ing our airways system with new types 
of ranges and other aids, most of them 
in the very high and ultra-high frequency 
radio bands. Many of these new air navi- 
gational aids were developed and pio- 
neered by military aviation, and subse- 
quently declassified and made available 
for our common airway system. 

Radar is an example of a military de- 
velopment which, with some changes, 
has been applied to the common system. 
Ground Controlled Approach, the famil- 
iar “GCA,” is operating at ten major civil 
airports. In the CAA, we refer to such 
installations by their component parts— 
Surveillance radar and precision 
approach radar. 

The reason is that we plan to install 
surveillance radar at some cities where 
the traffic needs do not justify precision 
approach radar at this time. The current 
program Continental U. S. calls for a to- 
tal of 23 combined surveillance-precision 
approach systems, and an additional 29

The Navy has announced a new policy 


for the rotation of postgraduate-trained 
aviators and general line officers between 
aerological duties and general line 
duties.

Announced this week were the names 
of 50 permanent colonels selected for pro- 
motion to the permanent rank of briga- 
dier general as vacancies permit. 

As of 1 Nov., the Army had 90 perma- 
nent brigadier generals on active duty, 
with an authorization for 101. On the 
Army Promotion List, authorization is for 
90 permanent brigadier generals; actual 
strength on 1 Nov. was 85. The Medical 
Corps is authorized six, has 4; Dental 
Corps is authorized two, has one; and 
Judge Advocate General’s Corps is au- 
thorized three, has none. The Chaplain 
Corps is not authorized any permanent 
brigadier generals. 

The new selections were made by a 
Lt. Gen. William B. 
Kean, Commanding General, Fifth Army, 
Chicago, Ill. This board also named offi- 
cers for permanent promotion to major 
general (THE JOURNAL, 1 Nov.) and rec- 
ommended names for promotions to 
temporary ranks of brigadier general 
and major general. The recommendations 
for temporary promotions are not being 
made public.

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New Rules Proposed 
For Air Force Boards 


With eligibility criteria already an- 
nounced (THE JOURNAL, 1 and 8 Nov.), 
Air Force officials at the Pentagon this 
week were preparing to dispatch instruc- 
tions to the field regarding modifications 
in selection procedures. 

Barring a last minute change, details 
will be made available for publication 
next week. 

Meantime, Department of Defense per- 
sonnel experts are gathering data for 
use on Capitol Hill early next year when 
a strong effort will be made to gain re- 
peal of the restrictive Davis Amendment 
to the fiscal year 1953 Appropriations 
Bill. 

The effect this rider will have on Air 
Force promotion prospects was told this 
week by Lt. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, 
USAF, Deputy Chief of Staff, Personnel. 

General Kuter reported that if relief 
is not forthcoming from the effects of 
the Davis Amendment, the Air Force will 
be unable to promote more than about 60 
per cent of the officers who otherwise 
would be advanced on the basis of per- 
formance and availability of appropriate 
billets. 

Similarly, no more than approximately 
40 per cent of planned promotions to 
lieutenant colonel will be possible, 37 per 
cent to major and 38 per cent to captain 
without modification of the Davis 
Amendment. 

Statistics giving actual numbers of pro- 
motions involved to each rank were not 
made available. 

Air Force officials have stressed in 
communications to the field that Con- 
gress will be asked to rescind the hasty 
action taken on officer promotions. It is 
recalled that Representative Dewey Short 
(R-Mo.), who will become Chairman of 
the House Armed Services Committee 
when the 83d Congress convenes, argued 
strongly against the Davis Amendment 
and urged that Congress rely on the 
provisions of the Officer Personnel Act. 

In addition to commenting on the ef- 
fects of the Davis Amendment, General 
Kuter gave an illuminating explanation 
of why the Air Force, alone of the Serv- 
ices, used a decentralized system of selec- 
tions in its temporary promotion cycles 
since Korea. 

His remarks are certain to clear up 
some misunderstanding on this subject. 

The Air Force Chief of Personnel 
said: 

“Prior to Korea, all temporary promo- 
tion actions were accomplished periodi- 
cally by Central Selection Boards, and 
all officers meeting the eligibility criteria 
competed Air Force-wide for selection 
based on an overall review of individual 
records. However, the rapid influx of 
large numbers of reserve and ANG offi- 
cers in the spring of 1951 dictated a 
major shift in procedure.

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Punchbowl Area Active Once More 


As Enemy Attacks 


HE relatively dormant eastern sector 

of the Korean front became the scene 
of some of the heaviest fighting this week 
as enemy units struck at UN command 
positions in the vicinity of Anchor Hill 
and the Punchbowl area. Heavy enemy 
casualties were reported in the eastern 
area, and light probes were repulsed all 
along the front. 

The ground action, after a few days of 
comparative inactivity, was stepped up 
on Sunday, with the heavy fighting shift- 
ing to the east. Two enemy battalions 
wrestled hill positions from Eighth Army 
units on the eastern flank south of Ko- 
song, but were eventually forced to fall 
back. In the first 28 hours of fighting in 
this area, the Communist forces lost an 
estimated 339 killed and 404 wounded. 

Heavy casualties also were inflicted on 
four enemy companies which attacked 
Porkchop Hill, west of Chorwon, on 
the western sector. After occupying 
bunkers on the western slopes of the 
hill, the enemy units were driven back 
twice with an estimated 500 killed or 
wounded. 

All of the enemy attacks were sup- 
ported by heavy artillery and mortar fire. 
During the attacks on Anchor Hill, the 
Red units fired almost three times the 
number of shells used in the preceding 
24 hour period. 

In the central sector of the front, 
squad-size enemy groups probed UN po- 
sitions on Sniper Ridge, northeast of 
Kumhwa, at Finger Ridge west of the 
Pukhan River, and at Jackson Heights, 
but were driven off in brief firefights. 


Naval Forces 


Task Force 77 air operations continued 
to be hampered by cloudy weather over 
most of the front. Very little close air 
support was flown in support of UN 
ground troops early in the week, and 
most of the attacks by carrier-based 
planes were confined to coastal targets. 

Planes from the Oriskany struck at en- 
emy transportation from Wonsan to 
Songjin on the east coast. Truck convoys 
were hit as they moved toward the front 
and numerous vehicles were destroyed 
and damaged. Supply buildings in the 
vicinity of Songjin also were damaged. 

Jets from the carrier Kearsarge also 
hit at targets in this same general area, 
bombing and strafing buildings, person- 
nel and vehicles. Teaming up with pilots 
from the Oriskany, fliers from the Kear- 
sarge hit a supply area west and south 
of Wonsan, damaged eight buildings, de- 
stroyed one building and left many others 
burning. 

The Marine Checkerboard Squadron 
flew a large number of sorties from the 
escort carrier Badoeng Strait, also off 
the east coast, hitting targets in the 
Chinnampo area, the Songjin area and 
the Haeju area. 

Surface units which pounded the coast 
included the USS Helena, Baussell, To- 
ledo and Collett. 


Air Force 


Fighter-bombers of the UN air force 
provided close air support early in the 
week, and made daylight attacks against 
troop and supply concentrations and rail 
facilities. 

Air Force F-80’s, F-51’s and F-84’s, to- 
gether with Marine and ROK Air Force 
planes, concentrated close support as- 
saults southeast of Kaesong, north of 
Kumhwa, and on both the east and west 
ends of the front. Enemy gun positions, 
buildings and bunkers were destroyed in 
the attacks. 

B-26 light bombers, escorted by Aus- 
tralian Meteor jets, attacked troops and 
supply concentrations at Sariwon, AA 
positions in the area were first attacked 
by F-80 Shooting Stars. 

Other Shooting Stars hit supply and 
storage areas south of Haeju; Marine 
shore-based planes destroyed buildings 
northeast of Singye, and USAF and ROK 
F-51’s hit the Sariwon-Pyongyang rail 
line. For four successive days, no oppo- 
sition was offered by Red MIG-15’s. 

B-29 Superforts dropped 120 tons of 
high explosives on troop billeting and 
supply areas at Kangdong and Pong- 
chong. One Superfort was fired on by an

enemy fighter above the main battle line. 

General James A. Van Fleet, Eighth 
Army commander, disclosed this week 
that 55,000 ROK troops were added to 
the South Korean forces last week-end 
and said they soon will be ready for com- 
bat. He said two new ROK divisions, the 
12th and 15th, of 14,000 men each, and 
six independent regiments were acti- 
vated on 8 Nov. 

By mid-week, South Korean infantry- 
men had savagely fought their way back 
to the crest of Sniper Ridge where they 
have been dislodged by the enemy 13 
times in the past 29 days. Some 1500 
Chinese Reds had driven the ROK troops 
from the hill on Tuesday night in the 
same type of attack which had almost 
wiped out two enemy armies on the cen- 
tral front within a 30-day period. The 
ROK'’s re-took the ridge after it had been 
softened-up by a UN barrage. 


Ammunition Rates 


In Washington, the Defense Depart- 
ment announced the rates of ammunition 
which have been expended in the Korean 
campaign as compared with ammunition 
expenditures in World War II. 

According to the announcement, the 
Navy and Marine Corps have dropped al- 
most as many tons of bombs in Korea 
during the two years of war, as the total 
amount expended during all of WWII. 
Rockets expended in Korea have ex- 
ceeded WWII totals. 

The Army estimated that during the 
first two years of the Korean conflict it 
expended about the same number of 
rounds of basic artillery and mortar am- 
munition as was expended in the ETO in 
the 11 months from D-Day to VE-Day. 

The Air Force, during the same period, 
used twice as much aircraft ammunition 
as during the first two years of WWII 
in all theaters. Expenditures of 50 calibre 
aircraft ammunition have been one-third 
of total AF expenditures during the sec- 
ond World War in all theaters, and bomb 
tonnage has been about one-seventh of 
the total WWII effort. 





Praise FEC Program 


Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., 
released this week the text of a letter 
on improved utilization of manpower 
which he sent to General Mark W. Clark, 
USA, Commander-in-Chief, Far East. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“Dear General Clark: 

“It is particularly gratifying for me to 
note your recent accomplishments in 
achieving better utilization of manpower 
in the Far Eastern Command. The work 
of your Manpower Board, which through 
reorganization of your theater command 
and supporting administrative elements 
has permitted the substantial reduction 
of approximately 200 officer, 1,000 enlisted 
and considerable civilian spaces, is most 
commendable. The full significance of 
these efforts is appreciated when it is 
realized that you are reallocating the 
military spaces saved to strengthen fur- 
ther the combat forces under your com- 
mand. 

“This outstanding example of improved 
manpower utilization achieved by you un- 
der the most difficult circumstances fac- 
ing any American Military Commander 
at home or overseas will serve as a great 
incentive to all of us to obtain greater 
manpower savings elsewhere.” 


“Tegal” Burp Gun

souvenir. Unfortunately she will not be 
permitted to bring her trophy back to 
the United States; return of such war 
trophies is against regulations.

Critical POW Issue 
Is Debated at UN 


As preparations were being coordi- 
nated for the visit of President- 
Elect Dwight D. Eisenhower to Korea, 
United Nations debate on the issue of 
prisoner of war repatriation showed that 
there was little hope for early resolution 
of the problem. 

Meantime, Secretary General Trygve 
Lie of the U. N. announced that he was 
resigning his post. Said Mr. Lie: “I am 
stepping aside now because I hope this 
may help the United Nations to save the 
peace and to serve better the cause of 
freedom and progress for all mankind.” 

The Secretary General added that “the 
United Nations has thrown back aggres- 
sion in Korea. There can be an armistice 
if the Soviet Union, the Chinese People’s 
Republic and the North Koreans are sin- 
cere in their wish to end the fighting.” 

Mr. Lie’s sudden action came in the 
midst of debate on repatriation of pris- 
oners of war. 

For the Soviet Union, Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky told the U. N. 
that Russia will not budge from the 
position that all prisoners of war in 
Korea must be returned, voluntarily or 
involuntarily, 

He characterized as “unacceptable” a 
proposal by Mexico that prisoners not 
wishing to go back be given asylum in 
countries other than their own until a 
permanent settlement was achieved. Mr. 
Vishinsky called “unsatisfactory” the 
proposal of Peru for creation of a five- 
nation committee to help return the 
prisoners. Those unwilling to be repatri- 
ated would remain in a neutralized zone 
under U. N. protection. 

Following Mr. Vishinsky’s speech on 
10 Nov., Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden of Great Britain spoke on Armis- 
tice Day, 11 Nov., and urged the Com- 
munists to accept the principle that 
“after an armistice a prisoner of war 
may not be either forcibly detained or 
forcibly repatriated.” 

Mr. Eden outlined four principles for 
settlement of the POW issue, as follows: 

1. Every POW has the right to be re- 
leased on conclusion of an armistice. 

2. Every POW has the right for speedy 
repatriation. 

3. There is a duty on the detaining side 
to provide facilities for this repa- 
triation. 

4.The detaining side has no right to 
use force in connection with the dis- 
posal of POW’s. 

Outside of the United Nations, Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, speaking in 
London, said it would be dishonorable 
to end the war in Korea at the cost of 
returning to Communist control pris- 
oners who do not want to be returned. 

Said Prime Minister Churchill: “It 
would be dishonor to send thousands of

helpless prisoners of war back by force 
to be massacred by a Chinese Communist 
Government that boasts that it had ac- 
tually rid itself of two millions of its 
own people.” 

pw comment on the POW situa- 
tion following his return from a world- 
wide inspection trip which took him to 
Korea, Deputy Secretary of Defense Wil- 
liam C. Foster said our commanders see 
little hope for an early armistice on the 
basis of current negotiations. ; 

The complete facts of the POW situa- 
tion are expected to be presented to 
President-Elect Eisenhower during his 
White House conference next week and 
during his stay in the Far East. Addi- 
tionally, he has scheduled a meeting with 
Senator Alexander Wiley (R.-Wisc.), who 
is a delegate to the U. N.

Total deaths are 21,984, of which 18,114 
are Army, 3044 Marine Corps, 467 Air 
Force and 350 Navy. 

This week’s report showed an increase 
of 1318 casualties over last week’s sum- 
mary.

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Gen. Bradley Cautions 


Against Red “‘Siren Song”’ 

The Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff this week called for patience in 
face of “unreasonable and dangerous de- 
mands” of the Communists and warned 
simultaneously that Soviet peace talk “is 
the siren song that we must suspect until 
they prove their sincerity.” 

General of the Army Omar N. Bradley 
told the Association of Land Grant Col- 
leges and Universities in Washington, D. 
C., on 12 Nov. that “this is no time to 
withdraw or to slow down. If allied unity 
prevails,” he said. “we are within reach 
of our goal of relative security for the 
free world in the next few years.” 

General Bradley said that “we have 
stopped jumping nervously at every 
whisper of anger from behind the Iron 
Curtain. Now if our collective security 
programs do not fall victim to the insin- 
cere inducements of Communist propa- 
ganda, Americans and their allies may 
live in a brighter world.” 

The JCS Chairman cautioned against 
impatience in this effort and warned that 
the Communists “are patiently counting 
on the pressure of a long period of ten- 
sion to bring about political discord and 
dissension among the Western allies. 
They want our hopes to end in frustra- 
tion,” he said. 

General Bradley declared, however, it 
was his firm belief that “our united ef- 
forts in Korea and our steadfast progress 
in NATO have shaken their confidence 
in this ‘cat and mouse’ waiting game. 
Steady cooperation and progress can 
shake it even more.” 

General Bradley gave as his personal 
estimate the statment that “we have al- 
ready accomplished more toward effec- 
tive military organization and collective 
strength in the past three years than 
anyone could ever have dreamed, judging 
from our past experience.” 

This progress, General Bradley ex- 
plained, has forced a change in Commu- 
nist technique. 

“Now, instead of threatening us, they 
are talking peace and playing the inter- 
national innocent in the forum of the 
United Nations,” General Bradley con- 
tinued. He said “their peace talk is the 
siren song we must suspect until they 
prove their sincerity. They hope to dis- 
rupt our unity by enticements and soft 
words, when threats and actions of bad 
faith have failed to shake us. They are 
trying to play upon our desire for peace 
to divide us, to disarm us, and then at 
will if it behooves their evil designs, to 
destroy us.” 





Eisenhower Names Aides 

President-Elect Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has designated Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge, jr., a World War II Army officer 
and a prominent candidate to be the next 
Secretary of Defense, and Mr. Joseph M. 
Dodge, Detroit banker and industrialist 
who was a wartime and postwar eco- 
nomic advisor in Europe and Japan, to 
be his personal representatives in Wash- 
ington.

It is recalled that Secretary of Defense 
Robert A. Lovett has urged for months 
that the successful candidate for the 
Presidency name someone to participate 
in Pentagon deliberations. 

General Eisenhower made known the 
appointments of Senator Lodge and Mr. 
Dodge at a conference in Augusta, Ga. 
Among participants in this meeting was 
General Lucius Clay, USA-Ret., chairman 
of the board of the Continental Can 
Company.

for Walter Reed AH 


A new field-to-hospital flight service 
was initiated this week between Andrews 
Air Force Base and Walter Reed Army 
Hospital in Washington, D. C., with a 
dramatic emphasis which had not been 
planned. 

The new service was scheduled to go 
into effect in a routine manner to cut 
down on the patient-transfer time for 
the ambulance run from Andrews to 
Walter Reed. An emergency case put the 
program into operation in a big way. 

The 3%-year-old daughter of SSet. and 
Mrs. Perry Mosley of Kindley Field AF 
Base, Bermuda, was the first passenger. 
Flown from Bermuda to the Westover 
(Mass.) Air Force Base, and from there 
to Andrews, the little girl was trans- 
ferred within 10 minutes to a waiting 
H-19 helicopter and transported imme- 
diately to the Forest Glen annex of the 
hospital. Bermuda doctors said she is suf- 
fering from either a brain tumor or a 
blood clot. 

Maj. Gen. Paul H. Streit, commanding 
officer of the Army Medical Center, said 
the helicopter service cuts in half the 
average patient-transfer time for the 
ambulance run from Andrews, 13 miles 
away. 

The ill child and her mother were ac- 
companied by Brig. Gen. Wilford F. Hall, 
MATS Surgeon. They were met at the 
Walter Reed ballfield (where the heli- 
copter landed) by General Streit; Col. 
Michael Sheppeck, executive officer; Lt. 
Col. Richard Brady, and 1st Lt. Richard 
A. Sparr, as well as the ambulance driver 
and crew. 

Later in the day, the new service trans- 
ported three seriously ill soldiers to the 
hospital after they had been flown to 
Andrews from an AF base in Kansas. The 
new service will be operated on a stand- 
by basis to speed other seriously ill pa- 
tients to the hospital. 





New Court Training 


Naval Justice will be administered 
“more quickly and with greater effi- 
ciency,” according to the Navy, as a re- 
sult of new clerical training now 
established at the Navy School of Naval 
Justice at Newport, R. I. 

The Navy said it has found that avail- 
able civil and military clerical personnel 
are inadequate to handle the additional 
clerical work necessitated by the Uni- 
versal Code of Military Justice. To meet 
this need a method of voice reporting 
which incorporates the use of a masked 
microphone and a mechanical recorder 
has been adopted. 

Navy Yeomen, after reiceving only two 
weeks of training in this method, will 
be capable of recording and transcribing 
court proceedings with both accuracy 
and high speed, the Navy said. “This 
training program and the new technique 
will be supported by improved recording 
equipment under development by the 
Navy’s Bureau of Ships. The Navy ex- 
pects that this new method of court re- 
porting will accomplish savings in train- 
ing time and costs and will lead to much 
higher manpower efficiency in the 
processing of legal proceedings.”

THE JOURNAL of 1 Nov. reported that 
members of the Commission would in- 
clude The Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, for- 
mer President of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity; Admiral John H. Hoover, USN-Ret.; 
Maj. Gen. Merrit A. Edson, USMC-Ret.; 
and Maj. Gen. John B. Anderson, USA- 
Ret. 

These appointments were confirmed of- 
ficially in Secretary Lovett’s announce- 
ment this week. 

The fourth retired officer to serve on 
the Commission is Maj. Gen. St. Clair 
Streett, USAF-Ret. 

The Commission will have seven civil- 
ian members and four retired officers. 

In addition to General Sarnoff and 
Father Cavanaugh, the other civilian 
members appointed by Secretary Lovett 
include former Under Secretary of the 
Navy Artemus L. Gates, Mr. Clarence 
Francis, Chairman of the Board, General 
Foods Corporation; and Mr. Robert W. 
Johnson, Chairman of the Board, John- 
son and Johnson. 

The names of the two other civilian 
members of the Commission were not 
made known, but an announcement is ex- 
pected shortly. 

Maj. Gen. Merrill B. Twining, USMC, is 
Technical Director for the Commission, 
whose job it is to make a comprehensive 
study of the Armed Services to determine 
the most economical and effective use of 
manpower without reduction of combat 
effectiveness.

R. Bigelow, the author of this defini- 

tive biography of Colonel Church, 
founder and editor of THE ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL for 54 years, first became 
interested in THE JOURNAL while teaching 
history to U. S. Military Academy stu- 
dents during World War II. He was im- 
pressed by the character of THE JOURNAL 
and wondered what manner of man es- 
tablished it and carried it on for so many 
years. 

With a true historian’s curiosity and 
zeal, Dr. Bigelow spent years delving 
into the personal papers of the late Colo- 
nel Church and examining the files of 
THE JOURNAL issue by issue for more 
than half a century.

JOURNAL and the history of its times and 
delightful anecdotes of the man and his 
publication. THE JOURNAL’s history is 
traced up to the time of Colonel Church's 
death in 1917.

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., 
has announced the appointment of Maj. 
Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, jr.. CE, USA, to 
succeed Lt. Gen. Lewis A. Pick as Army 
Chief of Engineers. 

General Pick will reach the statutory 
| retirement age of 62 on 18 Nov. and will 
be retired on 30 Nov. 

General Sturgis, now Commanding 
General of the Communications Zone, 
U. S. Army, Europe, will assume his 
duties as soon as he is able to close out 
the business of his present command, the 
Army said. 

During the interim period, Maj. Gen.

A forecast that General Sturgis would 
be named Chief of Engineers was made 
in THE JOURNAL on 1 Nov. 

The new Chief of Engineers, who was 
55 years of age on 16 July, is a 1918 grad- 
uate of the U.S. Military Academy, from 
which his father was graduated in 1884 
and his grandfather in 1847.

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Psywar Mobile Unit 


A high-speed printing unit, capable of 
turning out 40,000 leaflets an hour in any 
one of a dozen foreign languages, is the 
Army’s latest development in psycho- 
logical warfare as a combat weapon. 

The unit, the first of five now being 
built, will undergo final tests at Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., following which it will be 
shipped either to Korea for actual com- 
bat use or to Europe for use in training 
and maneuvers. 

The unit consists of two 10-ton trailers, 
each 26 feet long, with automatic thermo- 
static control for heat, humidity and air 
conditioning so that it may be operated 
at peak efficiency in temperatures rang- 
ing from 40 degree below zero to 120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The trailers are being 
built by the Gerstenslager Company at 
Wooster, Ohio. 

One of the trailers is an editorial trail- 
er with facilities for a staff consisting of 
a propaganda officer, three script writers, 
two artists and two Vari-Typer operators. 

Type faces for the Vari-Typer compos- 
ing machines for body copy and the 
Headliner for display and headine copy 
have been specially designed and de- 
veloped by Ralph C. Coxhead Corporation 
to compose type in Korean and a number 
of other languages. These machines have 
instantly changeable type permitting not 
only changes in type faces and sizes but 
from one language to another. 

A coding system will enable soldiers 
who neither speak nor read a foreign 
language, to write copy in the language 
quickly and accurately. 

Each leaflet to be disseminated 
“pasted up” by an artist in the editorial 
trailer, then sent to a similarly built 
trailer, containing photographic and 
plate-making equipment, together with 
a specially built, high-speed lithograph 
press, designed for the purpose by Amer- 
ican Type Founders of Mount Vernon, 
New York. Using rolls of paper 16 inches 
wide, this unique press prints on one side, 
then as the paper roll is turned, prints 
on the other side, after which the web is 
fed into perforating wheels, a cut-off 
evlinder and a mechanical jogger. 

American Type Founders is the prime 
contractor for the equipment. Besides 
the Coxhead Corporation and_ the 
Gerstenslager Company, other firms 
aiding in construction of the units are 
the Robertson Camera Company of Chi- 
cago, Illinois, and the United States 
Thermo Control Company of Minneapolis. 
Minnesota. 

Plans and specifications for the units 
were developed by the office of the Armv 
Quartermaster General. Each trailer will 
be towed by a two-and-a-half-ton tractor. 
The tractor will contain a gasoline diesel 
generator which will not only supply 
electric power for the mechanical equip- 
ment, but fluorescent lighting in each 
trailer equivalent to 3,200 watts of incan- 
descent light. 

The leaflets produced by these mobile 
printing units will be distributed by air 
and artillery. For air dissemination, leaf- 
lets will be loaded in bombs and dropped 
from high levels; for artillery dissemina- 
tion, the material will be rolled to fit in 
105 mm. howitzers and fired at the enemy 
at close range. 

The units will operate under a Loud- 
speaker and Leaflet Company. Such units 
are being given special courses of instruc- 
tion at the Psychological Warfare Cen- 
ter at Fort Bragg. The Center was estab- 
lished in April, 1952, to train officers and 
key enlisted men.

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Underwater Demolition 
Training Opened by Navy 


Officer applications for underwater 
demolition training on both the East and 
West Coasts have been opened by the 
Navy. 

Those eligible for the 15-weeks course 
are all unrestricted line officers (except 
aviation classifications) in the rank of 
ensign through lieutenant, both Regular 
and Reserve. 

Classes will be convened about every 
six months, the Navy said, “or as ex- 
pedient,” at the Naval Amphibious Train- 
ing Unit, Coronado, Calif., and at the 
NATU, Little Creek, Va. Successful com- 
pletion of the course will lead to an as- 
signment with an underwater demolition 
team in the Pacific or Atlantic. 

BuPers Manual, article C-7305 and the 
Manual of the Medical Department, ar- 
ticle 15-31, list special qualifications for 
UDT volunteers, The Navy noted that 
“professional requirements are to be fol- 
lowed insofar as practicable” and “ad- 
herence to physical requirements is a 
necessity.” 

Applications should be forwarded to 
BuPers, attention Pers-B1114. Officers 
must agree in their request to remain 
on active duty in the program for a 
minimum period of one year after suc- 
cessful completion of the training course.

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Navy Boards Meet; 
Comdr. List Next Week 


Navy staff corps selection boards 
(Medical, Supply, Chaplains, Civil En- 
gineer and Dental Corps) met this week 
at the Bureau of Naval Personnel to se- 
lect active duty officers for promotion 
to captain and commander. An MSC 
board which was convened on the same 
date, 12 Oct., will select new command- 
ers only. 

Meanwhile, the Navy said a Regular 
Line board which met late last month 
to name new commanders is expected 
to complete its work and report out 
early next week. The list will be carried 
in the 22 November issue of THE JOURNAL. 

Staff corps officers eligible for con- 
sideration by the boards which met this 
week are those commanders who have 
five years service in grade, on 30 June 
1953, computed from date of rank, and 
lieutenant commanders who have four 
years in grade on 30 June. 

Reserve officers on active duty prior 
to 1 July of this year will be considered 
by these boards along with Regular 
Navy officers. 

Reserve officers who have reported for 
duty since 1 July will be considered by 
“inactive duty” boards to meet later this 
month and early: in December. These 
latter boards will also consider all inac- 
tive officers not on duty with the Navy 
and continuous active duty personnel 
who cannot be considered by active duty 
boards.

The Navy noted that no active boards 
are scheduled to promote commanders 
in the MSC, and that no selections will 
be made to either captain or commander

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Navy Outlines Policy 


For Flight Training. 


The Navy this week announced flight 
training policies in the long-range pro- 
gram of integrating lighter-than-air into 


| the aeronaitic organization. 





Discussing the scope of the program. 
the Navy said it is planned to fulfill all 
requirements for LTA training input 
with only qualified HTA pilots. It will 
also permit LTA pilot volunteers in the 
grade of commander and below to take 
HTA training and thus eventually have 
all LTA pilots qualified HTA. 


Dependent on requirements of the serv- 
ice, the Navy will retain continuously 
within the aeronautic organization all 
HTA/LTA-qualified pilots, thereby elimi- 
nating the practice of rotating personnel 
between LTA and general-service duties. 

Lighter-than-air training classes are 
convened about every four months at the 
NAS, Lakehurst, N. J. Each class is com- 
posed of approximately 25 officers, Regu- 
lar and Reserve, including naval aviation 
cadets who are completing advanced 
HTA training. The Navy said all Regular 
officers ordered to the classes “if prac- 
ticable” will have completed a normal 
tour in HTA duty. 


At the same time, the Navy said “It 
is desired that each LTA training class 
be composed of volunteers. However, in 
order to utilize each class quota, naval 
aviators (HTA) of proper rank and qual- 
ifications will be ordered as necessary if 
the availability of volunteers is insuffi- 
cient to meet requirements.” 

The following policies were announced 
as governing LTA pilots who are ordered 
to HTA training: Officers under 31 when 
they commence such training will be 
given the standard basic and advanced 
training syllabus; those 31 or over will 
be given the standard basic syllabus and 
special advanced training, eliminating 
single-engine type. 

LTA pilots who do not qualify in HTA. 
or do not request HTA training, will be 
governed by the following policies: Cap- 
tains and commanders may continue the 
present rotational plan on LTA/general- 
service duties as far as practicable; lieu- 
tenant commanders and below will not, 
in the future, be assigned to duty within 
the aeronautic organization. 

Rear. Adm. J, F. Bolger, Deputy Chief 
of Personnel, said officers with dual qual- 
ifications may except rotation between 
HTA and LTA duties. 

Applications for LTA training are de- 
sired only from Naval Aviators (HTA) 
of the grade of lieutenant and below. Re- 
serve officers must agree to remain on 
active duty for a period of two years sub- 
sequent to completion of LTA training 


' unless sooner released by the SecNav. 


Applications for HTA training by Na- 
val Aviators (LTA) are desired only from 
commissioned officers in the grade of 
commander and below, the Navy said. 
Applications from LTA Naval Reserve 
officers, except those assigned to duty in 
training, instructing, and administering 
the Reserve program, are not desired.

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BuPers Releases Policy 
For Warrant Promotions 


Requirements for promotion and as- 
signment within the Navy warrant officer 
structure were outlined this week by the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel. 


The instructions are applicable to war- 
rant and commissioned warrant officers 
of both the Navy and the Naval Reserve, 
except Reserve WO’s and CWO’s on the 
inactive status list (Category USNR S-2). 


Upon acceptance of an original appoint- 
ment to WO, appointees will be assigned 
to pay grade W-2, effective from the date 
of acceptance. Officers originally ap- 
pointed to CWO will be assigned to pay 
grade W-2, effective from the date of 
acceptance. Those warrant officers pro- 
moted to CWO will be assigned to pay 
grade W-2, effective from the date of 
promotion. 


The: Navy noted that all WO’s are 
eligible for temporary promotion to CWO 
when they have completed three years’ 
service in warrant grade. Service per- 
formed while holding a previous warrant 
or commissioned officer appointment will 
be counted, but if so, it may not be used 
in computing eligibility for further ad- 
vancement to higher pay grades. 

Warrant officers who fail of selection to 
temporary CWO and who are later se- 
lected will be eligible for promotion on 
whichever of the following occurs last: 
the date of approval of the board by 
which subsequently selected; the date of 
completion of three years’ service in war- 
rant grade; the day following the date 
on which the junior warrant officer 
recommended by the preceding board be- 
comes eligible for promotion to tempo- 
rary CWO. 

Permanent warrant officers are eligible 
for promotion to permanent CWO upon 
expiration of six years from the date of 
rank as WO, if they are determined to 
be mentally, morally, and professionally

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AF Leaders Will Urge 
Higher Incentive Pay 


When Air Force officials appear before 
the Strauss Commission, a strong case 
will be made to show the necessity of in- 
creasing incentive pay, a top Air Force 
efficial states. 


Lt. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, USAF, Dep- 
uty Chief of Staff, Personnel, was asked 
by reporters if the Air Force position had 
changed since Secretary of the Air Force 
Thomas K. Finletter went on record in 
support of higher incentive pay. 


General Kuter said this remains the 
Air Force position. He added that the Air 
Force has the highest regard and faith 
in the members of the Civilian Hazard- 
Incentive Pay Commission, which is 
headed by Rear Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, 
USNR, inactive, former Atomic Energy 
Commissioner. 

General Kuter, in response to ques- 
tions, made the following observation 
concerning incentive pay: 

“The National Security Act and the 
approved emergency or war plans stem- 
ming from it impose demands on the 
military flying services for prompt and 
sustained air operations. The military fly- 
img services must sustain at all times no 
less than the numbers of qualified per- 
sonnel in all grades required for those 
air operations. Rates of pay must be ade- 
quate to sustain those numbers. 

“Flying pay provides the incentive nec- 
essary to attract and retain competent 
men in a professional military career 
which is extra hazardous both in peace 
and war. ... World War II and the air 
war in Korea prove beyond question that 
the eompetence of air crews, the airman- 
ship of leaders and the wisdom of the air 
plan and strategy are and always will be 
the dominant factor in air warfare. 

“Since military aviation is an offensive 
weapon in time of war, the hazards of 
flying duty are extremely high. Ninety 
per cent of air casualties in time of war 
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| air weapons systems of the post World 
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categories of killed or missing in action. | 
Military flying continues to be extra 
hazardous in peacetime with a death 
rate on the order of five times that of 
Air Force ground duties. In fact, the 
advent of the high performance, complex 


War II period has resulted in a signifi- 
cant increase in mortality rates, al- 
though accident rates themselves based 
upon number of flying hours have de- 
creased because of an intensive, continu- 
ing aviation safety program.”

AF Warrant Officers Slated 
For Added Responsibilities 


The Air Force is implementing a new 
concept of warrant officer utilization 
which will see warrant officers given in- 
creased responsibility and prestige. 

This report comes from Lt. Gen. Lau- 
rence S. Kuter, USAF, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, Personnel. 

He revealed that as part of the care- 
fully devised build-up of warrant officer 
strength, approximately 600 new appoint- 
ments will be made this year. He added 
that instead of appointments in relatively 
few specialities, the new program pro- 
vides for warrant officers in 61 different 
specialties. 

As warrant officer requirements are 
determined and manning documents 
changed, additional warrant officer ap- 
pointments in appropriate career fields 
are likely, General Kuter observed. 


General Kuter’s encouraging forecast 
came in response to inquiries regarding 
plans for Air Force use of warrant offi- 
cers. 

The Air Force personnel chief acknowl- 
edged that current warrant officer laws 
are not consistent and conceded that be- 
cause of legislative shortcomings warrant 
officers have been penalized during re- 
cent years. 

However, a strong effort will be made 
in the forthcoming Congress to correct 
inequities over which the Services have 
had no control, A Warrant Officer Bill is 
included in the Department of Defense 
legislative program. 

General Kuter, describing how a con- 
sistent effort is being made to delegate 
added responsibilties to non-commis- 
sioned officers and warrant officers, said 
that the Air Force is now in the process 
of establishing warrant officer positions 
in manning documents. Many of these 
positions formerly were filled by captains 
and majors, but with the new emphasis 
on warrant officer utilization, and with 
the impending Congressional action to 
permit more warrant officer appoint- 
ments in the W-4 and W-3 grades, it will 
be possible to amend manning docu 
ments. 

The Air Force, General Kuter stressed, 
is deliberately staying below its author- 
ized warrant officer strength in order to 
permit careful studies and modifications 
as new requirements develop. 





Volunteer AF Nears 


Except for critical specialists, such as 
doctors, the Air Force probably will 
achieve its goa! of a volunteer force by 
the end of the current fiscal year. 

As a result of acceleration in the re- 
lease of involuntarily retained personnel, 
only about 2 per cent of the airmen and 
about 6 per cent of all officers are now 
on active duty involuntarily. 

Although funds for recruiting have 
been slashed drastically, the Air Foree 
believes it will be able to recruit adequate 
numbers of airmen to meet requirements. 

As regards aviation cadets, the Air 
Force now has a backlog of applicants, 
but is pressing a vigorous program in 
ROTC units to obtain college graduates 
as volunteers for flying training. The 
Air Force long has been concerned that 
its officer ranks do not contain a desir- 
able percentage of college graduates, but 
officials are hopeful that the ROTC pro- 
gram will help meet this deficiency.

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AF Program Gives Stress 


To Airman Career Prestige 


A report on Air Force progress in en- 
hancing career opportunities for airmen 
and a forecast of future action to further 
this program were made to Pentagon 
reporters by Lt. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, 
USAF, Deputy Chief of Staff, Personnel. 

General Kuter’s remarks came in re- 
sponse to questions concerning the Air 
Force’s efforts to stabilize its personnel 
structure through greater emphasis upon 
career inducements. 

Here are General Kuter’s comments on 
this subject: 

“We think the Air Force has made 
great strides in the last few years to- 
ward the achievement of a sound per- 
sonnel program for airmen through the 
development of an Airman Career Pro- 
gram. Among the early steps, we have 
developed our classification structure as 
a means of identifying knowledges and 
skills. Classification procedures have 
been refined so that airmen have a better 
chance of being channeled into career 
fields suited to their aptitudes and ex- 
perience. These classification procedures 
insure that, after training, airmen will 
be assigned in career fields appropriate 
to acquired knowledges and skills. 

“The promotion of airmen is now 
geared to grade vacancies existing in the 
44 career fields. We feel that proper 
utilization practices require us to de- 
velop and control promotion quotas so 
that qualified men are promoted and are 
assigned where their skills are needed 
and there they will be used to the utmost. 

“To assist in the proper identification 
of airmen skills the Airmen Proficiency 
Test program has recently been imple- 
mented. It is expected that the first cycle 
ef this program, which will cover ap- 
proximately 95 per cent of the airmen, 
will be completed by February 1953. It is 
now mandatory that an airman qualify 
in the appropriate proficiency test before 
he is considered for skill upgrading. As 
a further tie-in between skill level and 
rank, the airman must demonstrate 
proficiency if he is to progress in grade. 

“Briefly, the airman has the oppor- 
tunity to qualify by test for classification 
at a higher skill level as well as to 
demonstrate his ability by workiing at 
that level and thereby prove his eligi- 
bility for promotion. 

“The non-commissioned officer corps 
represents a high proportiion of the sum 
total of Air Force experience and skill 
and includes in the main those airmen 
who desire a service career. Therefore, 
the status of the non-commissioned offi- 
cer has an important position in our 
plans. Perhaps the most notable of all 
our career inducement actions is our pro- 
gram aimed at restoring to the non- 
commissioned officer his role as a vital 
part of the Air Force structure as well 
as to restore the prestige and dignity due 
his position. You are aware of the change 
already made in this area—the reduction 
of the over-all number of non-commis- 
sioned offiecrs. This, of course, was an 
essential first step toward meeting our 
objective. We plan to publish soon an 
Air Force directive which will set forth 
the military responsibilities of non-com- 
missioned officers. Along with an Air 
Force policy on non-commissioned officer 
responsibilities it will be necessary to 
give the non-commissioned officer group 
training which will equip them to carry 
out their responsibilities. We must also 
develop tools to measure their perform- 
ance. These aids are now being developed 
and you can expect to hear something 
definite about this in the near future. 
And probably most important, we are 


stressing to every Air Force officer the | 


importance of the non-com’s role.”

Thomas E. Selfridge, Army field artil- 


lery officer as “the first person in the | 


world’s history of aeronautics to be 
killed in flight” has been presented to 
the Air Force by Lt. Gen. John W. O’Dan- 
iel, USA, Commanding General, U. S. 
Army, Pacific. The presentation was 
made to Brig, Gen. H. R. Maddux, USAF, 
Commanding General, U. S. Air Force, 
Pacific, during a brief ceremony at Army 
headquarters at Ft. Shafter. Witnessing 
was Mrs. William D. Merrill of 2230 
Kamehameha Ave., Honolulu, niece of 
the Army flyer. 

The Air Force requested the “Selfridge 
Plaque” after USARPAC notified the De- 
partment of-the find. The valuable his- 
torical relic will be shipped to the mu- 
seum located at the Wright Air Develop- 
ment Center, Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio. 

An Army inspection team discovered 
the plaque while surveying the deacti- 
vated Ft. Kamehameha World War I and 
II sea coast position where the Battery 
Selfridge was located. The plaque was 
erected by members of Lieutenant Self- 
ridge’s class at the U.S, Military Acad- 
emy. According to the inscription Lieu- 
tenant Selfridge “. .. was the first per- 
son in the world’s history of aeronautics 
to be killed by a heavier than air ma- 
chine.” The officer died 17 Sept. 1908 
following an airplane accident at Ft. 
Myer. Va. 

The bronze plaque, in excellent con- 
dition, is 27 inches long and 11% inches 
wide. Mounted on a wooden base 33 
inches long and 18 inches wide, it weighs 
50 pounds.

Priority for Morale. Lt. Gen. Laurence S. 
Kuter, USAF, Deputy Chief of Staff, Personnel, 
made the heartening announcement this week 
that action is being taken to insure that such 
morale factors as housing and recreational fa- 
cilities will, in the future, be available prior to 
the arrival of personnel in areas known to have 
inadequate or substandard facilities. The subject 
came up at the first press conference General 
Kuter has held since coming to his present post. 
A JOURNAL reporter recalled that Secretary Fin- 
letter, upon his recent return from. abroad, re- 
ported that deplorable living conditions existed at 
many air bases, General Kuter was asked what 
effects these conditions have on morale. He re- 
plied that not only are such substandard living 
facilities being corrected as quickly as possible, 
but safeguards are being taken to prevent such 
conditions arising at future bases. ‘‘We realize,” 
General Kuter declared, “it is imperative that at 
least the minimum housing and recreational fa- 
cilities essential for the health, welfare, and 
morale of our Air Force personnel be available 
on their arrival in each area. I consider this to 
be an important, integral part of our operational 
standards. The construction of these facilities 
must share priority with the construction of op- 
erational facilities. The Chief of Staff has ap- 
proved this policy.” 

Thus, General Vandenberg and the Department 
are now operating on a policy which stipulates 
that, at least insofar as housing and minimum 
recreational facilities are concerned, morale is to 
be considered an integral part of operational effi- 
ciency and treated as such in setting up priorities. 
This approach should prevent such a situation as 
discovered by Secretary Finletter who reported 
that some men in our Moroccan bases have been 
living in tents for two years. 

There is still need, however, for a Congres- 
sional reexamination, as suggested by Secretary 
Finletter, of “the whole question of what con- 
stitutes a proper standard of living’”’ for all Serv- 
ice personnel at home and abroad. Even in the 
States, where the general standard of living has 
increased over the years, many Service personnel 
and their families are still forced to live in 
cramped, unhealthful and unsanitary quarters, 
often without the minimum utilities. Congress 
should determine the minimum living conditions 
it will tolerate for those serving their country 
and then move to bring all substandard quarters 
at least up to that mark. 


A Tribute. Few men have contributed to the 
National Defense in so many and varied ways 
as did the late Col. Francis V. FitzGerald, USA- 
Ret., who fell dead 7 Nov. at his home in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Already with a successful news- 
paper career behind him, Colonel FitzGerald 
volunteered for the military service in World 
War I. After distinguished service, he was se- 
lected for a permanent commission in the Regu- 
lar Army. Throughout his career, he was recog- 
nized as outstanding. He not only performed con- 
spicuously in the various field duties of a Quarter- 
master officer, but he specialized in industrial 
preparedness and mobilization problems and was 
recognized as an expert. However, it was in the 
field of public relations that he was best known, 
for he had that fine sense of tact and an open 
frankness with newspapermen that consistently 
won their cooperation and support. We recall 
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some years ago, when the late General Malin 
Craig was Chief of Staff there was a vacancy for 
the office of Chief of Public Relations of the 
Army. We asked the General whom he intended 
to select. He replied that the man he wanted 
was Captain FitzGerald but that he could not 
appoint him because he could not find qualified 
officers junior to him to serve under him. 

His sound judgment was sought by many of

our great leaders including Secretary Stimson, 
Judge Patterson, General Marshall, General Mac- 
Arthur, General Eisenhower, General Bradley 
and many others with whom he served. Upon his 
retirement from active duty in 1948, he became 
Associate Editor of the ARMy Navy AIR FORCE 
JOURNAL. His death is mourned by our staff as it 
is by the many newspaper correspondents and 
officers of the Army who continued to seek and 
rely on his judgment and counsel even after his 
retirement.

Discouraging Nurses 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Your Memo to the readers regard- 
ing the critical shortage of nurses 
prompts me to write regarding the 
lack of response to recruiting ap- 
peals and fanfare. 

I recognize that much has been 
gained for the Army Nurse Corps, 
such as increased pay and allow- 
ances, better hours of duty, etc.; but 
even with these and other advan- 
tages, we are still unable to interest 
enough young nurses in military 
service. Surveys will give various 
reasons for this lack of response. We 
should, however, give thought to 
opinions of nurses now in service. 

As a nurse who entered at the age 
of 22, with plans to retire after 20 
years, I wonder if this breach of 
contract, i.e., failure to allow retire- 
ments as promised, may be a factor 
in discouraging young recruits? My 
tenure of service soon will allow me, 
by the regulations in effect at the 
time of my entry into the Army, to 
retire at half-pay. This I hope above 
all else to do. If this, the main ad- 
vantage to joining at a young age, is 
denied, another incentive will be 
taken away and more young nurses 
will lose interest in a military ca- 
reer. 

Having had close association with 
many service nurses, I know that a 
large number share my feeling re- 
garding retirement. Twenty years’ 
service, completed in the early 
forties, allows a woman to pursue 
other professional interests or per- 
haps have a home and family. This 
is quite different from the career of 
a man, who can have his home and 
family interests throughout his mili- 
tary career. 

Those, who after years of service, 


are obliged to continue on to a set 
age limit in spite of earlier promises, 
will not feel inclined to encourage 
young nurses to follow in their foot- 
steps. They will recommend remain- 
ing in civilian life for a few years, 
since a shorter Army career for the 
older nurse reaps the same compen- 
sation.

Taxing the Retired 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I too would like to add my com- 
ments to letter on above subject 
signed “Taxpayer” and published in 
your 4 Oct. issue. 

I agree heartily with comments of 
“Exempt” published in your 1 Nov. 
issue, and will add a few facts per- 
taining to my case. 

After more than four years over- 
seas in World War II, I was returned 
to U. S. and retired for total disa- 
bility—re-rated 80% under new pay 
act. Have never worked a day be- 
cause I am unable to—and nearly 
62 years of age is rather late to 
start. 

Since retirement, my outlay to ci- 
vilian doctors, medicine and _ inci- 
dentals and in addition, the many 
things I was unable to do and had 
to hire help to do, has more than 
equalled the amount of my tax ex- 
emption. Several doctors have certi- 
fied me as unable to work. I had over 
36 years’ service at retirement. 

From Taxpayer’s letter, I would 
judge him to be physically fit. I 
would gladly and willingly give up 
my tax exemption to be in his class. 
In case our retired check should be 
the same amount, he can rest as- 
sured that the net amount he has 
for ordinary expenses exceeds mine, 


when all expenses incident to and 
chargeable to my disability are de 
ducted.

Juniors Rate Seniors 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Noted with much interest was the 
letter of Lieutenant Colonel GS 
(Inf.) in the 25 Oct. issue of THE 
JOURNAL. Of particular interest was 
the statement that “maybe we will 
finally get to the point where juniors 
in permanent rank will not be in a 
position to submit efficiency reports 
on their seniors in permanent rank.” 
I have long been rankled by my per- 
sonal experience of the undesirable 
and indiscriminate policy of placing 
officers who are senior in permanent 
rank under those of junior perma- 
nent rank. Until recently, in almost 
every case, the junior was promoted 
to a higher temporary rank based on 
the fact that he happened to be in 
the “right spots” during the last 
war. 

As an indication of the trend, I 
state my experience: In a two-year 
period I received four efficiency re- 
ports rating well below average made 
by three officers junior to me on the 
permanent list. It is noteworthy that 
never before or after have I received 
a report lower than the average 
(114). 

I feel, and many of my personal 
acquaintances agree, that care 
should be taken to avoid assignment 
of senior officers in positions where 
juniors may grade them. Unfortu- 
nately, however, I am not nearly so 
optimistic as Lieutenant Colonel GS 
(Inf). It seems to me we are getting 
deeper into the tangle.

Allied Land Forces, S.E. Europe 


HAPE’s newest bulwark in the North 

Atlantic Treaty Organization’s ring 
of defense is the Allied Land Forces 
Southeastern Europe command, now 
building up its headquarters in Izmir 
(Oriental) or Smyrna (Occidental), one 
of the world’s oldest cities, as strategi- 
cally located for military defense as it 
was for commerce, when it was a rich 
port of antiquity. 

Headed by Lt. Gen. Willard G. Wyman, 
USA, the latest of Supreme headquarters 
Allied Powers Europe’s subordinate com- 
manders, HALFSEE, as the command is 
known, was founded as a direct result of 
bringing Greece and Turkey into the 
NATO association. From these headquar- 
ters, as yet embryonic, Maine-born, 
American, General Wyman, fresh from 
the [X Corps of the United Nations coali- 
tion in Korea, will direct the ground 
forces of Turkey and Greece in their 
relatively new roles as elements of 
SHAPE, the military instrument of 
NATO. 

HALFSEE is an element of the far 
flung command of U. S. Navy Admiral 
Robert B. Carney, commander of the Al- 
lied Forces, Southern Europe. It was ac- 
tivated approximately two months ago, 
on 8 Sept, 1952, the day after General 
Wyman arrived at Izmir.

U.S. Election’s Effect 


HE election of General Eisenhower 

may have a considerable—and much 
needed—effect on political events in 
Western Europe, and particularly on the 
health of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. It would be foolish to 
ignore recent developments, or the 
analysis of requirements offered in Wash- 
ington this past week by Deputy Ambas- 
sador Fred L. Anderson (well remem- 
bered as Major General Anderson of: 
the war-time bomber command in Brit- 
ain) in a carefully weighed statement of 
prospects. 

DELAYS UNTIL SPRING, at least, in 
parliamentary ratification of the two 
major treaties (the four-power contract 
for Western Germany’s release from 
“bondage” of a sort, and the six-power 
compact for the European Defense Com- 
munity) are frankly injurious. For the 
longer the delay, the greater the encour- 
agement of fears by the squeamish and 
ambitions by over-bold nationalists of 
various nations. In such a period there 
is a tendency for nations to hold back 
in commitments and, inevitably, to be 
angry because others are holding back. 

It is an unhappy atmosphere for next 
month’s meeting of the NATO coun- 
cil, when allotments and pledges for 
1953 are to be determined. It is the 
sort of atmosphere which General 
Eisenhower, with his great gift for such 
things, was able repeatedly to dispel 
when it lay in his immediate responsi- 
bility. That is not so easy when he is 
3,000 miles away from his European audi- 
ence and more than a month away from 
his own inauguration with the powers 
which that January event will confer 
upon him. Yet it is reasonable to believe 
that NATO members who know General 
Eisenhower’s vehement support of those 
treaties and of NATO itself, and who 
must still recall his unceasing call for 
more work and more sacrifice and for an 
enduring will to succeed, will be en- 


also been opened recently at Salonika, 
Greece. 

General Wyman was a natural choice 
for the command. The first Turkish Bri- 
gade in Korea was one of the elements 
under his command there, and he was 
closely associated with the activities of 
the Greek battalion, also a part of the 
United Nations forces there. 

Serving as his chief of staff is Brig. 
Gen. Stanhope B. Mason, USA, of Gads- 
den, Ala., seasoned veteran of the North 
African, Sicilian and the French and Ger- 
man campaigns. General Mason is a for- 
mer professor of military science and 
tactics at the University of Alabama and 
was formerly a member of the Joint 
Strategic Plans Group of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. Just before his assignment to 
HALFSEE, he was chief of the war plans 
branch, at headquarters United States 
Army, Europe. 

The new headquarters is a strong right 
arm, ready to be raised against any ex- 
pansion gestures toward the straits or 
other traditional targets of aggression. 
The Turkish and Greek forces will oc- 
cupy extreme right positions in the 
SHAPE plan to prevent war by collective 
strength. The Turks who have for years 
been a relentless block in the path 
of Russian dreams of expansion, have

couraged by his advancement to our 
highest office. The fact may stimulate 
NATO energies which lately have per- 
ceptibly weakened. 

There have been good developments 
and poor ones. In the latter category cer- 
tainly must be mentioned the local elec- 
tions in West Germany which brought 
the National Socialists back to the cen- 
ter of the stage in numerous towns; one 
successful candidate was Wilhelm Schep- 
mann, wartime chief of SA forces un- 
der Hitler. Chancellor Adenauer’s party 
candidates lost more than they gained, 
and while the Communists seem to have 
lost a good deal of strength (as was ex- 
pected) the right-wing opposition to 
Adenauer made distinct gains, the sig- 
nificance of which is disturbing. The 
present week-end provides a_ parlia- 
mentary election in Greece where, con- 
versely, a left-wing group with known 
support from beyond the Iron Curtain 
is expected to show a gain in strength; 
but it is a bold man who attempts to 
forecast what will happen when Greek 
meets Greek, save that it will be a tug- 
of-war. 


A FAVORABLE DEVELOPMENT is 
that of Tito’s outspoken assurance a few 
days ago that he favors further discus- 
sions with Greece and Turkey looking 
quite frankly to oral agreement on mu- 
tual-aid matters. The Jugoslav dictator 
specifically declines to talk about writ- 
ten treaties, but remarks with consid- 
erable justification that there may be 
more value in a common knowledge of 
plans and preparations for defense, and 
of facilities which might be made jointly 
available in case of aggression against 
any one of the three nations, This is 
considerably further than Tito has gone 
in earlier discussions. And in the same 
meeting he made some surprising ob- 
servations about his readiness to con- 
sider friendly talks with Bulgaria and

ENATOR Alexander Wiley (R-Wisc.), a member of the American delegation 

to the United Nations, protested to that body this week against the unpropor- 
tionate amount of money the United States is supplying for its operation and 
formally proposed that our contribution be reduced immediately to no more than 
one-third of the UN budget. The latter was established in principle by the Assembly 
four years ago but nothing has ever been done to put it into effect. Senator Wiley 
recalled that the United States is scheduled to pay 30 per cent of the $37,000,000 
for the specialized agencies next year, 65 per cent of $250,000,000 for Korean relief, 
70 per cent of the aid to Arab refugees, 60 per cent of the technical assistance 
program, and 72 per cent of the International Children’s Emergency Fund. 

“We sincerely feel,” he said, “that in this question of contributions to the 
regular budget, other states should also be asked to make major contributions 
to the budget.” He made it clear that he considered Russia one of these “other 
states” when he pointed out: “What do you expect from the people of the United 
States when, for example, they look at the percentage assessed the USSR in 1952 
and see that it is 9.85 per cent, a little over $4,000,000? They read at the same time 
that Mr. Malenkov, in speaking before the nineteenth congress of the Communist 
Party, proudly stated that the Soviet production had increased 13 times over its 
1929 base, and that in the period from 1940 to 1951 the national income of the 
USSR had increased by 83 per cent.” 

On another occasion this week Senator Wiley also brought up the idea of a 
Pacific organization similar to NATO. He said he would welcome a Pacific confer- 
ence such as that planned by President Elpidio Quirino of the Philippines which 
he looks upon as an important “first step” in a regional alliance of the Pacific. 
Such an arrangement, he said, would bring unity and mutual security to Asian 
countries. 

IN INDO-CHINA the French Union Forces, aiming at the Communist-led 
Vietminh’s supply routes with China, waged a double offensive northwest of Viettri. 
Infantry and armored forces worked southeast from Phutho, 60 miles northwest 
of Hanoi, moved down Colonial Route No. 2 and made a junction with other 
French units about ten miles northwest of Viettri. It is estimated that 2,000 Viet- 
minh soldiers withdrew along the road to avoid battle with the French. Near 
the end of the week French Union forces were within about 10 miles of Tuyen- 
quang and Yenbay—large Vietminh supply centers. Tuyenquang is on Colonial 
Route No. 2 while Yenbay is en the Upper Red River about 25 miles southwest of 
Tuyenquang. Meanwhile the Vietminh troops have intensified their harassing 
tactics against the Red River Delta lines of the French Union forces. An airstrip 
in the Thai area of northwest Indo-China was taken by the Communist-led troops 
after sharp fighting with the French defense units about six miles from the town 
of Quinhnhai. Nevertheless the French continued to increase their air attacks 
against the rebel supply lines, using land and carrier-based fighter-bombers. 

IN KUALA LUMPUR, Malaya, Wei Keiong, who was described in press dis- 
patches as “a top-ranking Communist leader,” told reporters that the Red guerrillas 
in the Malayan jungle are critically short of food and men. He forecast that the 
rebellion will fail. A district committee member of the Malayan Communist party 
in Selangor State, he recently surrendered to the security force with his wife. 

In further economy moves Britain this week announced that she weuld with- 
draw her military, naval and air attaches from Washington (to save American 
dollars) and her garrison of troops from Bermuda. The duties of the British 
attaches in Washington will be taken over by the British Joint Services Mission, 
under Air Chief Marshal Sir William Elliot. The mission serves as liaison with 
the American Joint Chiefs of Staff and with the standing group of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. It is understood, too, that while the top attaches 
will go back to England their staffs will remain to help the Mission. Only 154 
officers and enlisted men are in the British Bermuda garrison but it marks the 
first time in 250 years that English soldiers have not been kept in the islands. 
A small staff will remain to help train the Bermuda local forces.

Dependent Care Under Fire Again 


HE Department of Defense has been put on notice that new attacks will be 
made against medical care for military dependents. 

It has been obvious during recent years that the American Medical Associa- 
tion is out to reduce the dependent care program and also medical care given by 
the Veterans Administration to persons with non service-connected disabilities. 

The VA program was hit at a medical meeting in Miami this week in a direct 
fusillade of protests by civilian doctors. 

The impending assault against the present program of medical care for families 
of military personnel is apt to be more indirect. Hence, careful preparations are 
required if this vital morale aid is to be safeguarded. 

The American Medical Association and the American Dental Association have 
been conferring with military medical officials concerning Public Law 778, the 
Doctor Draft 'Law, which is slated to expire on 1 July 1953. This measure has 
permitted the Services to maintain adequate medical service strengths in the pres- 
ent emergency. 

It is recalled that, although supporting the law, the A.M.A. at the time of its 
enactment contended “that physicians should not be called under its provisions” 
to provide medical care or to replace medical officers now on duty who are pro- 
viding such care for (1) veterans, (2) civilian employees, except those outside 
the continental limits of the United States, and (3) dependents of military per- 
sonnel, except those outside the continental limits of the United States or in 
areas within the United States where adequate medical care cannot be otherwise 
provided. 

On the basis of this declaration and subsequent actions, it can be accepted as 
a certainty that this attitude toward dependent care will be reiterated when Con- 
gressional action is taken on legislation aimed at insuring adequate medical care 
for the Armed Forces. 

Congress has rebuffed previous attempts to destroy the dependent care pro- 
gram, but it must be remembered that the Navy alone of the Services has clear- 
cut legislative authority for this assistance to families of military personnel. 
Throughout the years, Congress has strongly endorsed dependent care for all 
the Services, but has overlooked passage of irrefutable authorization legislation. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Manpower Cut Confirmed—Recent reports which ‘have forecast a reduction in 
military manpower now are confirmed officially. In a speech prepared for delivery 
this morning at Brown University, Providence, R. I., Secretary of Defense Robert A. 
Lovett states that “we have reached our goal in manpower and the Armed Forces 
stand at about 3,600,000 men.” 

When the 1953 budget was adopted, the manpower objective was 3,700,000 men. 

















Political Campaign Aftermath—General of the Army Omar N. Bradley, Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, made his first public address following the election 
this week and took the occasion to make brief remarks concerning the relationship 
of military and civilian authority. 

General Bradley addressed the 66th annual convention of the Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and Universities in Washington, D. C., on 12 Nov. He recalled 
that he had spoken to the same group after the 1948 election and said: 

“T readily confess that I am grateful that it is again after the election, because 
any remarks made by an active-duty soldier during a political campaign might be 
misconstrued. Only by refraining from political activity—or even comment—can 
the professional military man be free to serve the Commander-in-Chief without 
prejudice.” 

General Bradley continued: “When the people of this nation elect their Presi- 
dent and the members of their Congress, they are in a sense entrusting to them 
the power which could spell peace or war, freedom or tyranny, democracy or dic- 
tatorship—for the combined authority of the President and the Congress is almost 
supreme. 

“That is why I believe that the military in our government must always keep 
a subordinate role to the civilian authority, and must influence that civilian authority 
only as helpful advisors. But I can say from personal knowledge, and 40 years of 
experience,” General Bradley added, “that we have nothing to fear from military 
men themselves. Their role in our national life, even in times of war and interna- 
tional stress, is far from dominant.” 


Few “Fear of Flying’ Cases—Although Air Force officials recognize that there 
will always be a limited number of air crew personnel who profess to a fear of flying, 
the problem of the “stay-down flyers” which gained public attention this Spring is 
now of minor importance. And as the Air Force more nearly achieves its goal of a 
100 per cent volunteer organization, the problem will become even less important. 

Latest statistics show that since mid-April the fear of flying rate has been three 
per 10,000 rated officers. The October rate was only 1.8 per 10,000 rated officers. 


U. S. Navy Equals AH Others Put Together — The 1952-53 edition of 
Jane’s Fighting Ships—unofficial but authoritative British shipping publication— 
credits the United States with having a Navy “as large as all other navies of the 
world put together.” 

Published late last week, the book notes that present U. S. Naval deployment is 
so widely spread around the world that it would not be possible for another Pearl 
Harbor to occur. U. S. ships listed by the book include 100 carriers, 15 battleships, 
75 cruisers, 350 destroyers, 200 submarines, 3,500 amphibious and auxiliary craft, 150 
patrol vessels and 220 minelayers. ; 

Russia, Jane’s said, now has at least 370 fast submarines and is building 120 
more. However, the USSR has no carriers, only three known battleships, 17 cruisers 
and 85 destroyers. Reports on Russian seapower were less detailed than those car- 
ried by the publication a year ago. 


Report Gen. Van Fleet To Leave Korea—Press dispatches from Korea reported 
this week that General Jams A. Van Fleet will leave his post as Commanding General 
of the Eighth Army within 60 days. The dispatches did not say whether he would be 
given a new assignment or be retired. 

On 20 Sept. THE JOURNAL noted that General Van Fleet in January will have 
35 years’ service and five years in grade and will be 60 years of age. That article 
stated that barring a change in policy, General Van Fleet would be retired. 

The Associated Press reported from Seoul that Mrs. Van Fleet is scheduled 
to arrive in Japan on 17 Nov. The dispatch added that she would go directly to 
Korea. 

General and Mrs. Van Fleet’s son, Lt. James A. Van Fleet, jr., a B-26 bomber 
pilot, has been missing in action since April. 


AF Academy Hearings Foreseen—Air Force officials are hopeful that hearings 
on establishment of an Air Force Academy will begin early in the first session of the 
83d Congress. 

The bill going before Congress provides for appointment by the Secretary of the 
Air Force of a commission to assist in determining a permanent site for the Acad- 
emy. The Air Force has had a site selection board make preliminary recommenda- 
tions, but a final determination will not be made until after the legislation is passed. 

The Academy first must be authorized by Congress and then, in a separate ac- 
tion, construction funds must be provided. 


Honorary Degree For Gen. Crittenberger—On the campus of Alfred University in 
western New York state, and in the presence of the entire membership of the recently 
organized R.O.T.C. unit, an honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was awarded Lt. 
Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger, USA, commanding the First Army, last week by Dr. 
M. Ellis Drake, President of the University. The occasion was the 117th Founders 
Day Convocation of the University. 

In the citation the First Army commander was described as an individual “with 
an enviable record as a leader of men, a citizen, and a man of God. In peace and 
war, this man has devoted his life to defending the Christian and moral principles 
upon which this Republic was founded.” 

The R.O.T.C. unit at Alfred was organized this year under the leadership of 
Lt. Col. Paul A. Fisher, who served in the First Cavalry Division in Korea. The Alfred 
R.O.T.C, is trying out the new branch general course, which Army inaugurated this 
year. 

While in Alfred, General Crittenberger conferred with Dr. Drake, faculty mem- 
bers, and Colonel Fisher relative to the progress being made in the R.O.T.C. 
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-.-Citing the significant morale factor in- 
volved, the Defense Dept. will ask Congress to make 
permanent existing authority for Armed Forces per- 
sonnel to SEND GIFTS HOME from abroad without paying 
customs up to a $50 valuation. Unless Capitol Hill 
0.K.'s the proposal, the exemption WILL EXPIRE on 
1 July 1953. Undoubtedly, approval for an extension 
will be given, although the permanent aspect may be 
challenged by some.

Bomb Conference Held 

The fifth annual Bombing Accuracy 
Conference was held recently at Mather 
AFB, Calif., site of the Air Force Training 
Command’s advanced Observer School. 

One hundred sixty-five Air Force of- 
ficials and representatives of the major 
commands, including FEAF, met for 
three days of lectures and discussions. 
Purpose of the conference was the inter- 
change of bombing data and analysis and 
recommendations for future research on 
bombing techniques and equipment. 

Maj. Gen. G. P. Disosway, head of Fly- 
ing Training Air Force, stated in a mes- 
sage forwarded to the conference: “We 
are facing an enemy whose potential in 
many areas exceed ours. Therefore, we 
must exploit every possibility in main- 
taining technological and training supe- 
riority. This conference is one of the im- 
portant mediums of achieving that 
superiority. Previous Bombing Accuracy 
Conferences have resulted in new ideas, 
techniques and equipment which will 
later be incorporated in the training of 
Bombardment Specialties.” 

The recent conference was the second 
to be held at Mather. Heading the list of 
senior officers attending was Maj. Gen. E. 
W. Barnes, Special Weapons Evaluation 
Board, Department of Defense. Brig. Gen. 
L. I. Davis, Air Research Development 
Command, was chairman for the confer- 
ence, while Brig. Gen. Robert H. Ter- 
rill, representative of 15th Air Force, 
made the introductory address. 

A lecture on the USAF Intelligence 
Program was presented by Brig. Gen. 
W. M. Garland, formerly commanding of- 
ficer of the Mather school’s Observer 
Training Group. 

USAF project officer for the event was 
Maj. L. D. Underwood of the Office of 
the Directorate of Requirements, USAF 
Headquarters, who for several years was 
with Mather’s Training Analysis and De- 
velopment department. Maj. John R. Mc- 
Gill, of the same Mather department was 
in charge of arrangements for the host 
installation. 

Col. John W. White, Mather com- 
mander, welcomed the visitors.

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Spare Parts Economy 


Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. 
Finletter has announced that a special 
Spare Parts Study Group, under the per- 
sonal direction of Under Secretary Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric, is reviewing methods 
and procedures used in determining spare 
parts requirements for aircraft and en- 
gines, 

The objective of the study group is to 
reduce to the greatest extent practicable 
spares procurement which accounts for 
many hundreds of millions of dollars of 
annual Air Force expenditures. 

Secretary Finletter also announced 
that the Air Force was putting into effect 
a new system of equipment authorization 
replacing its present Tables of Allowance 
and Tables of Equipment. He said that 
he expected the new system, when in op- 
eration, would be a great improvement 
over past practices from the standpoint 
of increased efficiency and greater sav- 
ings in the purchase and utilization of 
equipment. 

The Spares Study Group, which Mr. 
Gilpatric has established, is under the 
chairmanship of Harry O. King, indus- 
trialist, who served as director of the 
Copper Division of the World War II War 
Production Board. 

Among those working with Mr. King 
are Dr. James Kelley, Professor of 
Economics and Business Administration, 
Boston University; Jacob Saliba, Indus- 
trial Engineer, and a group of assigned 
civilian and military Air Force personnel. 
Included in the latter group are the 
members of four special teams investi- 
gating specific aspects of the spare parts 
problem. 

Alter Spare Parts Purchases 

A new policy for the production by the 
same contractor of initial spare parts 
simultaneously with the end item has 
been announced by Air Materiel Com- 
mand headquarters at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Ohio. 

Effective with the 1953 procurement 
program now under way, contractors will 
forecast and release to production along 
with the end item spare parts require- 
ments adequate to sustain initial support. 
The “spare parts provisioning document” 
will be part of the prime contract. 

Previously, all spare parts were con- 
tracted for separately. 

The details of this plan were explained 
recently to a conference of key repre- 
sentatives of the nation’s leading aero- 
nautical contractors and personnel from 
Air Force depots. 

They were told that AMC believed the 
new spares concepts would enable the Air 
Force to take fuller advantage of indus- 
try’s capacity and know-how in provid- 
ing adequate and timely deliveries of 
spare parts.

Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball 
this week received a scale model of the 
Disabled American Veterans’ Pearl Har- 
bor Memorial in a ceremony in his office.

Airways Common System 
(Continued from First Page) 
radars. 

In Washington, we have the first radar 
center in operation for control of traffic 
along the airways as well as in the 
terminal area. The equipment for the 
radar center includes an MEW early- 
warning radar, donated by the Air Force, 
and VG-2 radar plotting displays pro- 
vided by the Navy. This equipment, 
working in combination with the surveil- 
lance and precision approach radar in 
the tower, has proved highly effective in 
expediting traffic into and out of the 
Washington area. 

We are often asked why airborne 
radar, so widely used by the military 
services, has not come into common civil 
use. The reason is that civil aircraft fly 
routes which take them over friendly 
territory, where reliable navigational 
aids are provided. Radar provides useful 
navigational information in certain types 
of terrain, but is difficult to use for this 
purpose in flat land areas, such as the 
mid-west. 

From a civil standpoint, airborne radar 
shows definite promise in helping pilots 
to navigate around highly turbulent 





areas, such as those found in thunder- 
storms. Some airlines have been experi- | 
menting in this field, and eventually air- | 
borne radar may prove to be worth the | 
cost and weight-penalty involved in order 
to provide passengers with a smoother 
ride, and some possible reduction in 
collision hazards. 

The VHF omnirange is the basic unit 
of the new airways system. Eventually, 
we expect the omnirange to largely re- 
place the familiar four-course low fre- 
quency range. The omnirange has many 
advantages, including static-free opera- 
tion and courses or radials in all direc- 
tions, instead of being limited to four. 
The omnirange radials are flown by 
means of a vertical pointer in the cock- 
pit, which indicates deviation to the 
right or left. At present, we have about 
360 omniranges operating in the Conti- 
nental U. S., and more than 45,000 miles 
of “Victor” airways based on omnirange 
radials. When the users of the airways, 
including the military services, complete 
the installation of VOR receivers in their 
aircraft, we expect most aircraft will 
move over the “Victor” airway network. 

The VHF radio band was used ex- 
tensively by the military services for 
voice air-ground communication during 
World War II. The use of VHF for this 
purpose has now come into general civil 
use, while some military aviation com- 
munication has moved into UHF chan- 
nels. 

Newest member of the Common Sys- 
tem family of radio aids is Distance 


Measuring Equipment, or DME. This 
equipment operates on pulse principles 








similar to those employed for the IFF 
identification system of World War II. 
An airborne interrogator transmits coded 
pulses to a ground transponder, which 
sends another series of pulses in reply. 
The time required for the signal to make 
the “round trip” back to the aircraft is 
measured in the aircraft receiver, and 
translated automatically into miles. The 
pilot reads this distance continuously on 
a dial. 

DME transponders are being installed 
at omnirange sites throughout the United 
States. As mentioned earlier, the omni- 
range provides the pilot with bearing in- 
formation, while DME gives him continu- 
ous information about his distance from 
the omnirange site. Thus he has a con- 
tinuous fix, without need for triangula- 
tion or other calculations. Also, by not- 
ing the number of miles covered in one 
minute, the pilot can readily ascertain 
his true ground speed. 

The CAA air traffic control centers are 
connected with U. S. air defense net- 
works, so that we can provide continu- 
ous information concerning the flight of 
friendly aircraft. This reduces to a mini- 
mum the scrambling of interceptors to 
identify unknown aircraft appearing on 
air defense radar screens. 

The history of the Common System of 
airways has been marked by close coop- 
eration between military and civil inter- 
ests. This cooperation has been an 
advantage to the taxpayer, has strength- 
ened the National Defense, and brought 
benefit to the national economy. 


CAA Board Set Up 


To Aid Jet Transport 

Rear Adm. Charles F. Horne, USN 
(Ret.), CAA Administrator, announced 
this week that an 11-man team of Govern- 
ment experts has been established to 
pave the way for jet air transport de- 
velopment in the United States. 

Speaking at a Washington meeting of 
the Aviation Writers Association, Ad- 
miral Horne said the team will enable 
Government and industry to put their 
heads together “at the earliest practic- 
able stage” to consider the fundamental 
features of jet transport deesign. 

He said the new Congress is expected 
to be asked to provide funds for Govern- 
ment testing of jet transports. “I’m hope- 
ful,” he added, “that in view of Britain’s 
actual airline operation of the Comet, we 
may be directed to proceed with the pro- 
gram.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminstrator 
said, “It is inevitable that sooner or later 
we must do this. For the sake of 
supremacy, I hope it will sooner rather 
than later.” 

The team mentioned by Admiral Horne 
will be headed by George Haldeman, 
chief of the CAB Aeronautics Board's 
aircraft engineering division.

FitzGerald was the recipient of the Bronze 
Star and held decorations from Great Britain, 
France, Czechoslovakia, Luxembourg and 
Belgium.

Army Chaplain Chief Gives 
Report On World Trip 


Reporting on his 60-day inspection trip 
of chaplains and chapel facilities in over- 
seas installations, Ivan L. Bennett, Chief 
of Army Chaplains, voiced satisfaction 
with the Army’s program of religious 
worship and character guidance as he 
saw it in action in Europe and the Far 
East. 

Summarizing the findings of his trip, 
which brought him into close personal 
contact with some 500 chaplains in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Austria, Turkey, 
Japan, Korea and Alaska, the head of 
the Army Chaplaincy declared: 

“In all areas chaplains are bringing 
the message of religion to their people. 
The support of the commanders has been 
excellent. Not only is this evident in the 
provision of facilities for the work of the 
chaplain but in many instances in the 
commander’s personal attendance at re- 
ligious services. 

“The primary purpose of the Chap- 
laincy is to bring the message of the 
churches to military personnel in those 
areas where the normal activities of the 
church cannot reach.” 

The combat situation in Korea did not 
prevent chaplains from performing their 
duties, Chaplain Bennett found. Chap- 
lains serving scattered units often trav- 
elled many miles over rough terrain by 
jeep to get to their congregations. In the 
more stabilized areas, temporary chapels 
have been built; while in the forward 
locations, a gun position or a defile often 
is used as an impromptu chapel for religi- 
ous servicees. 

In other areas the chaplains are also 


responsible for the dependents and 
other civilians who accompany military 
personnel. The religious development 


of thousands of American children over- 
seas is dependent upon the military 
chaplain. Complete church programs 
have been developed to serve these con- 
gregations. In Tokyo, one Sunday School 
has an enrollment of vver 700 members. 
In Fussen, Germany, a series of youth 
leadership conferences was held last sum- 
mer for various age groups, both mili- 
tary and civilian. Many of the chapels 
provide religious programs as extensive 
as a soldier might find in his civilian 
church in the United States. 

During his trip, the head of the Army 
Chaplaincy discovered many instances 
of charitable projects carried on by mem- 
bers of the American military forces. 
Troops in Pusan contributed more than 
$30,000 for Korean hospitals and orphan- 
ages in less than a year. At Camp Drake, 
Japan, some $85,000 was raised for Japa- 
nese and Korean welfare work, and $15,- 
000 has already been collected for the 
$100,000 Union Seminary Scholarship 
fund started by the Tokyo Chapel Cen- 
ter in April. The list of projects could 
be extended to include one for most large 
military installations. 

“Many of the good things of American 
life,’ Chaplain Bennett said, “are depen- 
dent upon the voluntary gifts of our 
people. It is not enough, therefore, that 
we ask our soldiers to bring their prayers 
to the altar but that we also encourage 
them to bring their gifts. The response of 
the troops has been overwhelming. While 
some men act in such a manner as to dis- 
credit themselves and their uniforms, 
these men are the rare exceptions who 
get more publicity than they deserve. 
No one can examine the records of our 
chaplains for chapel attendance, religious 
instruction and charitable projects with- 
out feeling an intense pride in the great 
majority of our soldiers who remain 
true to the ideals of their home and 
church while serving in distant lands. 
There is ample reason for wives and 
mothers to keep faith with their hus- 
bands and sons in the military service.” 

Chaplain Bennett pointed out that 
while all of our overseas Army installa- 
tions have their full quota of chaplains, 
a critical shortage exists in the United 
States where many posts do not have 
half the number of chaplains authorized. 

“IT can think of no greater opportunity 
for a young clergyman today than in the 
Chaplaincy,” said Chaplain Bennett. 
“There he may have a great influence 
upon our leaders of tomorrow. If we 
preserve our spiritual strength we shall 
preserve our country, regardless of the 
adversities we may face. But if we lose

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Army Pistol Team Praised 


Officers and men of the 1952 Army 
Pistol Team, gathered from installations 
in all parts of the world, have been sent 
certificates of achievement for their out- 
standing performance last August in the 
1952 National Trophy Team Match. in 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

The certificates, praising each member 
for his individual and team contribution, 
were signed by General John R. Hodge, 
Chief of Army Field Forces at Ft. Mon- 
roe, Va. 

Army Field Forces, the organization 
responsible for the training of individ- 
uals and units of the Army, sponsors the 
all-Army rifle and pistol squads. 

The Army Pistol Team placed first in 
all three National Rifle Association pis- 
tol team championships, and second in 
the 1952 National Trophy Team Match. 
The team also broke the 12-year-old .22 
calibre world’s record. 

Capt. Ben C. Curtis of Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
added further laurels to the team’s rec- 
ord by taking the National Trophy Indi- 
vidual Match with a score of 283.

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Adm. Ramsey Issues Plea 
For Long-Range Program 


Legislative action to build the base for 
a continuing program of military air- 
craft procurement “would be a positive 
step leading toward longe-range economy 
and sustained preparedness in these 
critical—and costly—years of interna- 
tional tension,” according to Admrial 
DeWitt C. Ramsey, USN(Ret.) President 
of Aircraft Industries Association. 

In an editorial appearing in the cur- 
rent issue of “Planes,” official publication 
of AIA, Admiral Ramsey asked that the 
Munitions Board submit detailed recom- 
mendations on this subject in accordance 
with “Point 10” of the Senate Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee. About three months 
ago, the Subcommittee urged that the 
American people be given a plan for 
achieving minimum longe-range air pre- 
paredness at the lowest possible cost. 

“One of the greatest wastes of tax 
dollars today—the loss of millions, per- 
haps billions, of dollars—stems from the 
military’s lack of authority to undertake 
consistent, longe-range programming,” 
declared Admrial Ramsey. He added that 
it has “been conservatively estimated 
that America could have saved some $2- 
to $3-billion since Korea had year-by-year 
planning been supplanted by a long- 
range program.” 





Procurement Summary 


During the first three months of fiscal 
year 1953 (July-September, 1952), the De- 
partment of Defense obligated $11.8 bil- 
lion for the procurement of major equip- 
ment and supplies, military construction 
and expansion of military production fa- 
cilities. Of this, the Army has obligated 
$3.9 billion, the Navy $2.0 billion, and the 
Air Force $5.9 billion. 

Obligations for procurement of “hard 
goods” (aircraft, ships, tanks, weapons, 
ammunition, production equipment, elec- 
tronics and other equipment) amounted 
to $10.2 billion, with “soft goods” pro- 
curement obligations (clothing, sub- 
sistence, and petroleum) aggregating 
$1.0 billion, and construction $.6 billion. 
Because of the reprogramming required 
to reflect the reductions in Congressional 
appropriations for military assistance 
programs, procurement obligations for 
these programs accounted for only $201 
million of the $10.2 billion obligated for 
“hard goods.” 

Total Department of Defense obliga- 
tions for the three-month period, includ- 
ing military pay and allowances, research 
and development and other activities, as 
well as procurement and construction 
funds, were approximately $16.8 billion. 

The Congress provided $47 billion in 
new obligational authority for the mili- 
tary functions of the Department of De- 
fense for fiscal year 1953. Of this, $29.8 
billion was provided for procurement and 
construction—including $24.1 billion for 
“hard goods,” $3.1 billion for “soft goods,” 
and $2.6 billion for construction. 





Set ’Copter Distance Record 


After a cumplete investigation of all 
data, the official distance of the non-stop 
flight of a Bell helicopter from Fort 
Worth, Texas to Niagara Falls, N. Y. has 
been set at 1217.137 miles. 

In a letter received from Charles S. 
Logsdon, director of the contest division, 
National Aeronautic Association, Bell 
Aircraft Corporation was advised that 
the flight distance has been accepted as 
an official world’s record by the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale, gov- 
erning body of the world for official air- 
craft records. 

The solo flight was made 17 Sept 1952 
by Test Pilot Elton J. Smith of Fort 
Worth in a Bell Model 47D-1 helicopter 
in 12 hours, 57 minutes and 30 seconds. 
Before the flight, and using a great cir- 
cle course, Smith calculated his distance 
at 1234 miles. 

The new mark far exceeds the previous 
record of 703.6 miles set in 1946 by Maj. 
F. T. Caschman and Maj. W. E. Zins of 
the U.S. Air Force in an R-5 helicopter 
and is 260 miles farther than the longest 
unofficial flight, including the longest 
single leg of the recent trans-Atlantic 
helicopter crossing. 
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Study Convertible Aircraft 

The problem of combining the flight 
characteristics of the airplane with those 
of the helicopter (compound or converti- 
ble aircraft) will be discussed by a group 
of experts at the Second Convertible Air- 
craft Congress, which will be held at The 
Franklin Institute in Philadelphia, on 
Friday, 12 Dec. 

The Congress was initiated by the Pio- 
neers in Convertible Aircraf in coopera- 
tion with the Philadelphia Sections of 
the Institute of the Aeronautical Sciences 
and the American Helicopter Society. It 
will be an all-day affair with technical 
papers presented during morning and 
afternoon sessions. The morning will be 
devoted to Design and Configurations, 
the Session Chairman Harry Tobey, 
Chairman Philadelphia Section of the 
I, A. S. The afternoon session will be 
Philosophy and Uses, Chairman C. W. 
Lefever, Vice President, Mid-East Region 
of the A. H. S. Luncheon will be held in 
Franklin Hall. An outstanding nationally 
prominent speaker is scheduled for a 
Dinner Meeting at the Warwick Hotel. 

Outstanding experts in the field of 
convertible and rotary aircraft will pre- 
sent papers. The purpose of the Con- 
gress is to stimulate progress in the de- 
velopment of convertible aircraft through 
reports and discussions of the various 
means of combining the desired flight 
characteristics of fixed wing and rotary 
wing aircraft. A sidelight of the Congress 
will be an organizing meeting of the 
Pioneers in Convertible Aircraft.

Delivers Jet Plane Starter 


Delivery of its first mass-produced, 
combustion self-starter for the jet planes 
has been announced by Raymond P. Lan- 
sing, vice president of Bendix Aviation 
Corporation. 

The 75-pounod starter, which burns a 
mixture of high-pressure air and jet fuel 
and develops 340 horsepower—was flown 
to the Buick Motor division of General 
Motors Corporation at Flint, Mich., for 
installation on a Sapphire jet engine, 
powerplant for the new Air Force F-84-F 
fighter-bomber. Buick is building the Sap- 
phire engine under a defense contract. 

The new starter provides a means of 
starting large jet powerplants with a 
completely airborne, self-contained unit 
operating independently of ground crews. 

Tremendous power is required to start 
jets, Lansing, explained, because the 
turbo-compressors of their engines must 
spin at about 2,000 revolutions per minute 
before the engine will pick up speed on 
its own. 





New Type Plane for Army 


A new type aircraft combining a 150- 
mile-per-hour top speed with a 35-mile- 
per-hour low speed will be delivered to 
the Army Field Forces next month, ac- 
cording to an announcement this week 
by the Helio Aircraft Company. 

Designed by Prof. Otto C. Koppen, of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
the “Helioplane” is powered by a 260- 
horsepower Lycoming engine. It is an all- 
metal four-place job with very large flaps 
and leading-edge automatic slats. It can 
—— with full load from a 100-yard 
strip. 





Impracticable to Fly All 
Cargo, MSTS Chief Says 


Vice Adm. William M. Callaghan, Com- 
mander of the Military Sea Transporta- 
tion Service, declared this week that it 
would be impracticable to use aircraft 
to transport all cargo needed at bases 
overseas. 

Speaking before the 32d Annual Meet- 
ing of the American Petroleum Institute 
in Chicago on 10 Nov., the MSTS chief 
said, “For every pound of air freight 
flown overseas in the Pacific, three to 
five pounds of gasoline and lubricants 
must be provided along the route.” 

He said, “Occasionaly, a discussion of 
ocean transportation brings forth a sug- 
gestion from those whose knowledge of 
aviation is considerably less than their 
enthusiasm for the industry, that the 
airplane supplant the ship as a cargo 
carrier.” Noting that he would be “among 
the first to welcome such a substitution 
if it were possible,” Admiral Callaghan 
said the suggestion could be “disproved 
with a single set of figures.” He then 
cited the gasoline and lubricant figures 
as compared with air freight tonnage. 

He said, “We would have to put more 
ships in the Pacific than are now lifting 
war materials and supplies just to sup- 
ply fuel and lubricants for the aircraft.” 
Admiral Callaghan added that his re- 
marks should “in no sense be construed 
as critical of air transportation,” that 
“within the field of its capabilities, air 
lift of cargo and personnel is an essen- 
tial factor of our security and is be- 
coming more so with the passage of 
time.” 

The MSTS Commander paid tribute to 
the Maritime Administration, the Na- 
tional Shipping Authority and all com- 
ponents of American industry which, he 
said, have assisted “to an immeasurable 
degree” in making MSTS operations a 
success.

Soviet Industry Shortages 

The Soviet aircraft industry could not 
support an all-out aerial attack in the 
event of a major war, according to Wil- 
liam Green, British aviation writer in an 
article in the current issue of Ordnance 
magazine, the publication of the Ameri- 
can Ordnance Association. 

World War II Soviet aircraft he says, 
were built partly of wood—a type of con- 
struction that is of dubious value in jet 
planes. To switch now from part-wood 
to all-metal airframes means, according 
to the Ordnance article, that the neces- 
sary increase in the production of light 
metals would be insufficient to enable 
the Soviet to produce modern jets in 
quantities comparable to those of the 
wood-and-metal, piston-engined planes 
made during the late war years. Among 
the industrial handicaps to Soviet aircraft 
production are the following: 

1. Aluminum.—‘‘Although at least four 
large aluminum plants have been built dur- 
ing the past six years, production of raw 
aluminum as recently as 1948 was only about 
165,000 tons as compared with approximately 
990,000 tons in the U. S. A. during that 
year.”’ 

2. Steel.—‘‘Russia’s 1950 output of steel 
was only some 26,880,000 tons; less than a 
quarter of the steel production of the West- 
ern powers—even less than the United States 
produced in 1913.”’ 

3. Coal.—‘‘In 1950, Soviet miners dug some 
25,760,000 tons of coal, upon which the pro- 
duction of explosives, synthetic rubber, and 
rocket fuels depends. This is half of America’s 
production.’’ 

4. Petrolewm.—‘‘Another critcial item in 
Russia's aviation program,’’ Mr. Green con- 
tinues, ‘‘is the availability of petroleum 
products, especially high-octane aviation gas- 
oline. Russia’s over-all oil supplies, chiefly 
obtained from the highly vulnerable wells 
around the Caspian Sea, total around 41,- 
440,000 tons as compared with United States 
domestic production of over 296,000,000 tons. 

5. Electric power.—‘‘Some 20,000 kilowatt- 
hours are required for the production of one 
ton of aluminum, and Soviet electrical sys- 
tems generate only about 80 billion kilowatt- 
hours of usable power at the present time. 
This is but twenty per cent more than power- 
starved Britain produces and less than a 
quarter of U. S. production. 

6. Railways.—‘‘The Soviet Union possesses 
fewer than 65,000 miles of railway (and much 
of this is single track) compared with the 
230,000 miles of track in the U. S. A. Apart 
from track limitations, shortage of rolling 
stock is still one of the principal bottlenecks 
in Soviet economy.”’ 

“Thus, to sum up,” the Ordnance 
article concludes, it can be seen that from 
the standpoint of production potential 
and the ability to wage sustained air 
warfare, everything but force in being 
favors the Western allies.”

Albania, which have certainly remained 
thus far in the anti-Tito group and 
whose wavering toward Belgrade would 
almost certainly bring some frowns 
from Moscow. That seems to be in Tito’s 
calculations, for his suggestions were ac- 
companied by the warning that such 
talks were possible only if it was clear 
that they would cause no serious “com- 
plications.” 

To revert to General Anderson’s sur- 
prisingly forthright remarks, it is inter- 
esting to observe his stressing of the 
difficulties which lie ahead of NATO, in 
the form of the NATO nations’ own sus- 
picions of each other, which it is obvious 
Russian propaganda will do its best to 
further. By building up these internal 
suspicions, leading to enmities, and by 
persistent assurance of Russia’s “peace- 
ful” intentions, General Anderson and 
his associates believe that Moscow hopes 
to break down both the west’s unity and 
the individual nation’s readiness to do 
their own part in defense-preparation. 
His warning is that Russia will not re- 
lax at all, but will maintain all the ag- 
gressive purposes which Moscow’s 
spokesmen plainly indicated at the re- 
cent Communist party congress. His call 
is not only for continuing the pace of 
military preparation, but for political 
unity and economic betterment of the 
west. The latter need he pointed out 
sharply by mentioning Russia’s own con- 
viction that Britain and France, among 
others, will eventually be forced into 
trade competition so sharp as to break 
up the west’s unity, and that Germany 
and Japan as well will eventually follow 
that course. This, to repeat, is the Rus- 
sian belief. General Anderson’s warning 
is against letting it become reality.

found that military strength is the only 
certain guarantee against communist 
aggression. 

Ultimate location of an Allied Tactical 
Air Force is also among SHAPE’s plans 
for this area. At present the air plan- 
ning and some command functions are 
being performed by an Advance Section 
of the Allied Air Forces, Southern Eu- 
rope, commanded by Lt. Gen. David M. 
Schlatter, USAF, from his headquarters 
in Florence, Italy. The advance section 
is also located in Izmir, in a building 
close to those of the Wyman command, 
and is presently headed by Col. Draper 
Henry, USAF. 

The coming of Greeks and Turks into 
NATO advanced the protective forces of 
SHAPE and the free world by a stroke 
of the pen. It was done without the move- 
ment of a single soldier beyond the bor- 
der of his own country and without ag- 
gressive design. Its single purpose was 
to effect a union for common protection 
against attack. To render maximum serv- 
ice to the SHAPE plan, neither country 
has had to send forces, except for the 
limited number in the headquarters staff, 
outside of its own borders. This is a great 
psychological factor where internal se- 
curity of the country has been a con- 
stant worry. In the overall design of de- 
terring war, rather than fighting it, the 
fresh, enthusiastic and constantly trained 
forces under General Wyman’s com- 
mand are bound to be a great factor. 


Retaliatory Menace 


These troops have become a retalia- 
tory menace to any western world moves 
by the Soviets. There are some in mili- 
tary circles, pointing to Russian sensi- 
tivity to non-Russian divisions in the vi- 
cinity of the Ukraine or the oil reserves 
of the southern Caspian region who say 
that one good ready, combat division in 
Thrace or the Caucasus is worth three 
in western Europe, as a deterrent or ar- 
resting force in case of any communist 
moves toward the west. 

SHAPE’s longest common border with 
the Soviet Union is more than 200 miles 
of eastern Turkey frontier. The Black 
Sea laps another 700 miles at Turkey’s 
northern edge, and Greece and Turkey 
share more than 150 miles of border with 
the Soviet satellite, Bulgaria. Only in the 
extreme north of Norway is the Allied 
defense ring actually touched again by 
the Soviet border. 

Soon after the establishment of head- 
quarters of Allied Land Forces, South- 
eastern Europe, the Turks and the 
Greeks made announcements of large 
contingents being assigned to SHAPE. 
The army portions are under General 
Wyman’s command for direction, train- 
ing standards, guidance and coordinated 
planning activities. An indication of the 
weight of this support to NATO’s grow- 
ing determination was made when 
Turkey’s NATO council representative 
declared that while hitherto, France and 
her scheduled 12 divisions were heaviest 
on the SHAPE roster, Turkey’s commit- 
ments would be even heavier. This was 
followed immediately by Greece’s an- 
nouncement of her army manpower for 
SHAPE, buttressing the right end 
heavily, and increasing the overall 
strength for peace by more than a half 
million armed, trained and partially 
equipped, but resolute men. 


Greek Army Presented 


Last month General Wyman was given 
his official welcome to Greece, when on 
the plains of Tatoi, north of Athens, the 
Greek army was presented to him by 
Lt. Gen. T. Tsakalotos. The ceremony 
took place before the troops of the Greek 
7th Infantry Division, and on the ground 
which was once held by the communists 
in Greece. The division was carefully 
Picked for the honor, since it was, in 
itself, emblematic of communist trouble. 
The division had fought the communist 
guerrillas in the Greek civil war, and had 
been de-activated at the end of that 
Struggle. It was re-activated with com- 
munist moves beginning in Korea, when 
Greece began to achieve better internal 
security and to look toward union with 
mutual security forces in NATO. 

General Wyman has also visited the 
Erzurum and the Kars regions of North- 
eastern Turkey. During the first week 
of November he accompanied General 





Matthew B. Ridgway, supreme allied 
commander on a brief inspection tour of 
Thrace and other Turkish and Greek 
areas. 

The headquarters of the Allied Land 
Forces Southeastern Europe is now 
housed, somewhat primitively, in stone 
buildings of what was once the “Kizil- 
cullu Koy Enstitusu,” (School of the Vil- 
lage Institute). Before that, some 15 
years ago, it was a Boys American school. 
It is reached by winding roads twisting 
up the hillsides, past an old Roman 
aqueduct ruins, said by some to be the 
birthplace of Homer, and about five miles 
from the clock-tower that marks the cen- 
ter of the business area of the city of 
Izmir. Over this road moves automotive 
transport in a jumble of traffic that in- 
cludes donkeys, camels laden with cargo, 
sturdy porters, and careening trucks 
loaded with cotton bales, maneuvering 
horse carts, and autobuses, and every 
once in a while a group of gypsies in 
colorful costumes, accompanied by a 





dancing bear or two. 

In addition to Turkish and Greek mili- 
tary and civilan personnel, the headquar- 
ters is staffed by several American air 
force officers, a few American navy of- 
ficers and enlisted men, and some British 
enlisted men. There are two deputy chiefs 
of staff for General Mason, Col. Leonidas 
Gavalas, USA, deputy for logistics and 
administration and Col. Frederick W. 
a USA, deputy for plans and opera- 
ions. 





Cold Weather Training 


The US Army, Europe, has launched 
a command-wide training program on 
methods of preventing trench foot, frost 
bite and other cold weather injuries that 
have caused thousands of casualties 
among UN Troops in Korea, it was dis- 
closed today. 

USAREUR Headquarters officials said 
that the aim of the program is to in- 
doctrinate every soldier in the basic prin- 
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ciples of cold-injury prevention. The pro- 
gram is being carried out by teams 
formed whenever possible by officers and 
non-commissioned officers who have had 
combat experience in Korea or World 
War II. 

The teams are being established as fast 
as they can be trained for the mission by 
Capt. Bert Mulroy and Sfc. William J. 
Ward, cold-weather training experts from 
the USAREUR Quartermaster School at 
Lenggries. They have been touring 
USAREUR and Seventh Army units since 
mid-October.

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AF Promotion Rules 
(Continued from First Page) 
siderable pressure to bring into the zone 
of consideration those reserve officers 
who were recalled involuntarily and who 
would be eligible for release after a rela- 

tively short tour of duty. 

“Secondly, the workload of considering 
large groups of officers was becoming 
prohibitive. Finally, the record of officers 
being recalled frequently contained large 
gaps or complete voids. 

“It was felt that under these conditions 
the most fair and equitable consideration 
could be assured by allowing temporary 








promotion actions to begin with field 
commanders. Additionally, it was felt 
that the field commander, faced with the 
fluid and unstable conditions inherent in 
a rapid expansion, should be provided 
with greater flexibility and latitude in 
determining the fitness of his officers to 
accept the responsibilities of higher 
grade; especially as the dearth of records 
often necessitated a measurement of po- 
tential by an on-the-spot evaluation of 
current performance of duty. It was de- 
cided, therefore, to decentralize selection 
for temporary promotion to all grades 
through colonel.” 

Asked if the factors which dictated 
such a policy had altered, General Kuter 
said that conditions have changed and 





suggested that the forthcoming an- 
nouncement regarding selection pro- 
cedures would reflect the new situation.
